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THE ELECTION APPEALS. 
Davin’s Case Quashed, But He 
Will Hold His Seat This 
Session. 

In the Supreme Court at Ottawa, on 
Wednesday, March 24th the decisions 
were handed down on the election ap- 
peals of Winnipeg, Macdonald and 
other constituencies, standing since 
February. There were only three 
judges on the bnch, being the chief 
justice, with King and Sedgewick. 

In the Winnipeg and Maedonald 
cases judgment were identical, and the 
appeals were dismissed. 

Mr. Davin, M.P., was present in the 
court room to hear nis fate in West 
Assiniboia, and leaned forward as the 
chief justice pronounced his appeal 
quashed. The Marquette appeal wns 
also quashed. 

In the Lunenburg and Beauharnois 
cases the appeals were dismissed. 

The chief justice dealt at some length 
on the West Prince case which was 
appealed on merits. The question was 
one of treating by agents in a barn. It 
was done secretly and had plainly 
shown that the candidate had _ not 


| taken all the means at his disposal to 


put down corrupt canvassing. Under 
these circumstances the court could do 
nothing more than affirm the decision 
of the lower court, dismissing the ap- 
peal. 

By the ahove decisions Hugh John 
Macdonald, Boyd, and Hackett, of 
West Prince are ungeated and will not 
have the right of appeal in parliament. 
Dr. Roche is confirmed in his seat for 
Marquette and in the instances of Ber- 
geron, Kaulbach and Davin, these 
three members will have to appear for 
trial, but will retain their seats this 
session. In all the seven cases the 
court was unanimous. 

The organization work done by the 
Winnip2g Liberals during the winter 
in anticipation of the seat being de: 
clared vacant has prepared them for 
an early contest, andthe leaders are 
confident that » Liberal will represent 


the Prairie capital at Ottawa for the 


balance of the term. The association 
will probably meet within the next 
fortnight to select a candidate. The 
names mentioned as likelv to come be 
fore the meeting are Mr. Isaac Camp. 
bell, ex Mayor Jameson, D. W. Bole, 
and Jas. H. Ashdown.. Of these Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Jameson appear to 
have the strongest fullowing. 

What the Conservatives of Winni 
peg willdo now that the Winnipeg 
seat has been declared vacant is ex- 
ceedingly problematical. Hon. Hugh J 
Macdonald having undertaker to lead 


the provincial opposition, is out of the : 


calculation and about the only other 
gentleman who is at all discussed is 
Mr. J. H. Brock. Mr. Brock, all ad- 
mit, would he a strong candidate, but 
whether he would consent to run is 
entirely another matter. The outcome 
of it all may be that with Mr. Mac- 
donald as leader the Conservatives may 
decide to concentrate all their efforts 
and save ell their ammunition for the 
next provincial election, allowing the 
Winnipeg seat in tha Dominion house 
to.go by default. A great many Con- 
servatives cannot see what the party is 
to gain by retaining the Winnipeg seat 
with a government of the opposite 
political complexion.

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CHAPTER IV.

HORRORS AND SUFFERINGS 

of the years 1347 to 1350 are preserved 
in the minds of the humble people of 
Europe by never-dying traditions. This 
was the period of the socalled Great 
Mortality. Modern estimates, making 
due allowance for all the exaggeration 
of popular tradition, compute that this 
visitation must have carried off 25,000,- 
000 lives in Europe, exclusive of Rus- 
sic. As for Asia’s teeming millions, no 
computation has ever been attempted. 
In this epidemic the victims were sud- 
denly seized with a violent pain in the 
chest; blood was expectorated and the 
breath diffused a pestiferous odor. 
Great boils or buboes formed in the 
groin, or the arm pits. Biack spote of 
a putrid decomposition broke out all 
over the body, giving it the name of 
the Black Death. Death came in afew 
hours, or, at most, three days and there 
seemed absolutely no remedy for those 
once attacked. 

The virulence of the contagion was 
so great that all things were infected. 
Boccaccio relates that he saw two hogs 
on the rags of a person who had died 
of plague stagger about for a time,and 
fall down dead as though they had tak- 
en poison. In England the cattle fell 
victims to a murrain and died by thous- 
ands, as did multitudes of other anim- 
als: The ground seemed poisoned, 30 
that rats died in their holes. Through- 
out Germany, Italy, France, Spain, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Poland and later Russia, 
the ghastly disease spread death and 
destruction. Many were stricken and 
died as if by lightning. It was believ- 
ed that even the glance of the eye 
could carry the contagion. In the Nortb 
Sea and the Mediterranean vessels were 
often found driving about and drifti 
on shore with not a single man left 
alive in them. x 

It was the belief of the poet that 
this most destructive of all epidemics 
owed its virulence in part to upheavals 
of nature within the earth and on the 
earth’s surface. In Asia there had been 
drouth and great famines succeeded by 
violent torrents of rain. Chinese an- 
nals relate that 

4,000,000 PERSONS 
perished in the floods/ Mountains fell 
in and great lakes were formed. _ In 
Europe there had been winter thunder 
storms, Great floods of the Rhine and 
in France had overflowed the country. 
Springs broke forth on the summits of 
mountains and dry tracts were inex- 
plicavbly inundated. An earthquake ov- 
erturned the Island of Cyprus and the 
sea overflowed it. Just before, the wind 
had spread so poisonous a vapor over 
the island that many died in dreadful 
agony. German accounts aver that & 
thick, stinking mist advanced from the 
east and spread itself over Italy. 
Earthquakes were more general than 
ever before, and in thousands of places 
chasms were formed from which arose 
noxious vapors. Swarms of locusts,such 
as were never before known, darkened 
the air and then died, spreading foul 
odors of putrefactions Great and ex- 
traordinary meteors were seen in many 
places. Followed as these extraordin- 
ary convulsions were by the black 
death, it is not to be wondered at that 
the superstition of the time saw in 
them horrible portents and warnings, 
and even modern thinkers have argu- 
ed that the norma! composition of things 
may have been so disturbed as to § con- 
duce to the pl ee 

The forms and usages of society were 
overturned and almost ignored. The 
rich carried their treasures to monast- 
eries, where tbe monks shut the gates 
to keep their gold out—for it brought 
death with it. Men destroyed them- 
selves as if in a frenzy: When the 
plague ceased, men thought they were 
still wanderimg among the dead. Many 
bouses, left without inhabitants, fell 
into: ruins. In many places piagee pa- 
tients were believed to be buried alive. 
Funeral services were impracticable. 
Parents deserted their children and 
wisés and husbands abandon:d each oth- 
er ‘6 death. Figures convey littie :dea, 
but an infallible sign of the great havoc 
wrought with the race was the -reat 
fecundity afterwards observed in wom- 
en.

and so the best use to which they can 


be devoted, both for the land and the 
owner, is the carrying of stock. Some- 
times the land is too poor to grow, a

In 
either of these cases the land should 
have some care, and pains should be

which circumstances: have made advis- 
able to devote it.

i PROPER VENTILATION. 

As so much of the comfort and the 
happiness of the home is dependent up- 
on the wife she should make an effort 
to keep the place as sweet and health- 
ful as possible. She needs to keep her- 
self and her family free from sickness 
and disease to the best cf her ability. 
She wants to retain her youthful ap- 
pearance and cheerfulness as long as 
she can, and ward off premature age 
and wrinkles if it lies in her power. 

Hard work and much of it ageseven 
the strongest in a short time; but of- 
ten it is the need of fresh air and pro- 
per exercise. True enough housework 
gives plenty of exercise, but it is al- 
ways the same set of muscles that are 
exercised, and to keep the body erect 
and strong all of the muscles need to 
be exercised. But with exercise there 
should be plenty of fresh air. We are 
in the habit of despising what we can 
have in great quantities and at all 
times, and in some homes, judging by 
the unwholesome odors which pervade 
them, pure, sweet air must be consid- 
ered of but little importance. Bedroom 
windows are not opened from the be- 
ginning of winter until spring, and all 
cooking odors from the kitchen are 
permitted to permeate every nook and 
corner.

AN OLD RECIPE FOR MINCE MEAT. 


Here is a famous old recipe for mince 
meat which a writer says cannot be 
excelled : 

Meat—Five pounds juicy lean beef, 
boiled, and three pounds of beef suet, 
both fimely chopped. 

Fruit—Two dozen Greening apples, 
pared, cored, and chopped; the grated 
peal of six lemons and the juice of 
three; the grated peel of four large 
oranges and the juice of two; two 
quarts of seedless raisins|and currants, 
mixed, measured after stoning and 
stemming and finely chopped; half 
pound citron shredded. 

Spice—Six grated nutmegs; one even 
tabl ful cinnamon; one-half tea- 
spoonful cloves; one-half teaspoonful 
ground mace; heaping tablespoonful of 


It. 

Spirit—One pint good brandy; one 
quart sweet cider; one pint high fla- 
vored phere? wine. we ingredients 
may be replaced by boiled cider if de- 
sirable, as it no doubt will be for most 
of our readers.) 

Mix gradually, allowing one tow] of 
granulated sugar to each quart of the 
other ingredients, putting them into a 
stone jar in alternation, one bowl, 
meai, suet, fruit, etc., to one of sugar, 
stirring steadily, until all the ingre- 
dients are mingled and then add the 
brandy, cider and wine, Set in a 
cool place for a week before using, and 
stir to the bottom three! times a day. 
Bake in puff paste and eat hot. 

The quantities here given make sa 
generous supply for the winter’s use 
of a large family. It can be halved or 
quartered, stiJl keeping the saine pro- 
portions. This mixture will grow more 
delicious the older it is, and will keep 
until Easter if frequently stirred. The 
question of salt and spice is subject 
to variation from the quality of the 
fruit; if it lacks zest, more may 
added, and after a month'a little more 
brandy may be added. The recipe is 
an English one, with the emphatic en- 
dorsement of four generations of Am- 
erican descendants.

WONDERFUL SHOWING. 


Gutput of the Slecan and Trail Creek Dis- 
triets eof British Columbia. 

Under the yellow glow which over- 
spreads the prospect in British Col- 
umbia and gives a nebulous idea of 
great wealth there, there are some 
bard metallic facts that tend to bear 
out the general impression. Of these 
the most important relate to output. 
A big item under that head is furnish- 
ed by the returns of the Customs col- 
lector at Nelson for the last quarter of 
1896. According to his statement the 
exports from that Customs port for 
those three mouths were as follows: 


Gold, $428,736; copper, 1,354,916 Ibs., | UPS 


valued at $104,521; silver, 500,202 
ounces, valued at $324,211; lead metal 
in ore, 2,310,879 Ibs., valued at $28,332; 
other exports, $5,941; total export 
values, $891,711. In December alone 
there were exported from Nelson pro- 
duce of the mine amounting to $483,450. 
These figures give us some idea of the 


form and magnitude of the actual 
mining industry as it is being carried 
on in that district. A new industry 
that is capable of creating at one 
Customs port an export trade draw- 
ing close to a million dollars for the 
last quarter, and amounting to nearly 
half a million for the last month, is 
certainly 
A PROMISING ONE. 


If so much can be done under the pre- 
sent disadvantages of production and 
traffic, how much more can be done 
when the country has all the railway 
service it needs for shipping product 
wet receiving aaiatiee o oes 
uel, mune equipment, etc. Yranspor- 
tation facilities would also hasten the 
settlement of the mining country, and 
thus make labor more plentiful; fur- 
ther, by bringing in the produce of the 
North-West, they would the means 
of greatly cheapening the necessaries 
of life, and in this way as well would 
tend to lower the cost of labour.

Against 
this 67,000 tens of ore treated at home 
this 67,000 tons of ore treated at home, 
there were 93,700 tons shipped to the 
United States in the raw form. The 
conditions which make it impossible 
to smelt this ore near the mines must 
be a serious clog on the mining indus- 
try. Those conditions removed by 
the construction of needed railways, 
the present output, gratifying as the 
export figures of Nelson show it to 
be, would soon be left behind.

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MR. FISHER AND PROHIBITION. 


It is quite evident that the temper. 
ance people have a strong advocate-in 
the Dominion Cabinet in the person of 
Hon. Mr. Fisher. It need not be ex- 
pected of him that he will sacrifice any 
of the interests of the prohibition party 
to benefit the political party of which 
he is a warm supporter. At Montreal 
the other night he delivered an address 
before the prohibitionists of Quebec in 
which he said that the temperance 
people of the country must not suppose 
that they were going to have a walk- 
over in connection with the forthcom- 
ing plebiscite campaign.. On the 
contrary, it would be the hardest battle 
of their life ; it would be more intense 
than any political campaign, 1t would 
be war to the death. Let that be well 
understood. In previous plebiscite 
campaigns the iseue was local. This 
was the Dominion ; it was largely a 
dealing with theory and principle. It 
was well understood by the liquor 
men that, whatever the result of the 
plebiscite, legislation would not follow 
upon the vote.. Now, let this vital 
difterence be noted. If the teraperance 
people won in this campaign a pro- 
hibitory law would follow and the 
liquor trattic would be killed in this 
country. (Loud applause.) Mr. Fisher 
wasof opinion that the temperance 


would have been @ tame affair indeed. 
The conflict as a personal encounter 
between two individuals, dwarfs into 
insignificance when compared with the 
part that English-torgued humanity 
the wide world over played in the 
event.

PROF. ROBERTSON ’S QUALIFI- 
CATIONS AS COMMISSIONER. 
(From March number of Farming.) 

We believe that the appointment of Prof. 
Robertson to the position of Dominion Dairy | 
Commissiouer was one of the very happiest 
that could have been made. There are very | 
many able men in Canada connected with 
the agricultural industry and it is the pleas-. 
ant duty of Farming from time to time to 
present the merits of these men before its 
readers, so that the whole agricultural com- 
munity may become informed in all its parts 
of what is being done everywhere to promote 
its welfare and improve its status. We 
therefore have occasion frequently to speak

‘I suppose,” said the 
preacher, “ Solomon meant a man’s life 
socially and commercially, and that the 
foul tongue of slander left its filthy 
sliine upon him and the man was 48 
good as dead. The New Testament re 
turns to the theme. H-ar St. Paul : 
‘Let all bitterness and evil speaking 
be put away from among ts;’ again,

evil of noman.’ Again hear St. Peter, 
* Let him refrain his tengue and his 
lips that they speak no evil.’ Foremost, 
however, amongst the writers of the 
New Teetament in denouncing the gift 
of speech has been St. James.

Action, therefore, to be most effective, 
must be rapid, for if the sultan doubts 
their perfect accord, or time is given 
to inflame the Mussulman mob, or to 
incite the Turkish soldiery in resist- 
ance, there may be an explosion which 
will bring all the arrangements of the 
powers to naught. The defeat of those 
arrangements now wonld be a serious 


> matter, for it would mark the failure 


of all the resourves of European dip- 
iomacy, and so permit the sultan to go 
on in his evil policy until the very situ- 


@ ation which Europe is trying to avert, 


and which, it asserts, will precipitate 
the great war, is reached. To submit 
a new scheme of reforms without co- 
ercion behind it will be the merest 
trifling, and, unfortunately, it is estim- 
ated that Russia is still unfavorable to 
active coercion.

BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


Betatls of the Agrceement—Made to &cttle 


all Disputes—How the Arbitrators are 

to be Chosea. 

The preamble expresses the desire of 
Great Britain and the United States 
to consolidate the relations of amity 
happily existing between them, and to 
consecrate by treaty the principle of 
international arbitration.
